Twentieth  Anniversary  Celebration 


The  Montana  Committee  tor 
the  Humanities  will  be  celebrating 
its  Twentieth  Anniversary 
throughout  the  1991-92  academic 
year.   Its  state-wide  celebration 
began  in  Helena  on  November  14 
with  a  gala  dinner  and  reunion  ot 
tormer  board  members,  toliowed 
by  a  public  program  and  the 
presentation  ot  the  Montana 
Awards  in  the  Humanities. 

Former  MCH  Chair  Mary 
Clearman  Blew,  author  of 
Runaway  and  the  recently 
published  collection  of  essays 
titled  All  But  the  Waltz,  gave  the 
keynote  address.   She  discussed 
how  her  work  with  public 
humanites  programs  had  shaped 
her  work  both  as  a  scholar  and  a 
writer  over  the  past  decade. 

The  MCH  has  commissioned 
a  commemorative  poster  by 
Monte  Dolack  in  celebration  of 
twenty  years  of  public  humanities 
programming.  The  unveiling  of 
the  poster  titled"  Landscapes  of 
the  Mind"  was  followed  by  the 
artists  observations  on  his  work. 

In  recognition  of  their  far- 
sightedness and  willingness  to 
gamble  on  an  experimental  idea 
generated  by  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Humanites  in 
1972,  the  five  founding  members 
of  the  Montana  Committee  for  the 
Humanities  were  presented  with 
the  Montana  Award  in  the

Humanities.  They  included  the 
founding  chair  of  the  Committee, 
Robert  Pantzer,  Missoula,  who 
was  president  of  the  University  of 
Montana  in  1972;  Roy  Huffman, 
Bozeman,  who  was  Montana 
State  University's  Vice  President 
for  Research;  historian  Pierce  C. 
Mullen  of  Montana  State

REFLECTIONS  ON  MCH 

by  Joe  Ward 


Editor's  Note:  The  five  founders  of  the  Montsna  Committee  for  the  Humar)ities  were  asl<ed  to  write 
down  some  reflections  on  the  founding  of  the  Committee  twenty  years  ago.   What  follows  are 

observations  from  Dr.  Joe  Ward. 


In  the  year  1972  I  was  a  vastly  underpaid  yet 
overrated  card-carrying  humanist  teaching  at  a  small 
liberal  arts  college  in  western  Montana.   In  the  tall  of 
that  year,  I  received  a  very  significant  phone  call  from 
someone  representing  the  National  Endowment  for 
the  Humanities  in  Washington,  D.C. 

When  the  caller,  whoever  he  was,  began  to 
explain  the  purpose  of  his  call,  I  almost  cut  him  off 
with  a  curl  "Sorry. ..wrong  number."   For  he  asked 
me  if  I  would  be  interested  in  attending  a  meeting  in 
Washington,  D.C.  to  discuss  the  state  of  the 
humanities  in  Montana,  to  help  develop  various 
strategies  and  projects  to  make  the  humanities 
relevant  to  the  people  of  Montana  in  an  authentic 
Montana  setting. 

When  this  nameless  caller  and  I  had  returned  to 
the  mundane  reality  of  what  the  dream  he  and  I  were 
weaving  would  demand  in  terms  of  time  and 
commitment,  I  had  already  assented  to  share  what  I 
had  to  offer  with  those  who  were  ready  to  listen  and 
contribute  to  an  ongoing  dialogue.  A  few  weeks  later 
I  was  in  Washington,  D.C.  where  I  met  Roy  Huffman, 
Pierce  Mullen,  Robert  Pantzer  and  John  Van 
deWetering.  The  rest,  as  they  say,  is  history. 

Yet,  what  puzzled  me  from  my  initial  contact  with 
the  National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities  and  what 
has  remained  a  mystery  to  me  to  this  day:   Why  had 
I  been  chosen  as  member  of  this  prestigious  group? 
What  had  I  done  in  this  rather  remote  part  of  the 
world  that  had  captured  someone's  attention  as  far 
away  as  Washington,  D.C?  Was  it  the  collection  of 
rejection  slips  that   I  had  kept  in  a  neat  pile  in  my 
desk  drawer?  Or  the  two  unpublished  novels 
gathering  dust  upon  a  shelf  or  the  dozen  or  more 
short  stories  and  critical  essays  that  lay  in  a  box  on 
the  corner  of  my  desk  and  which  no  editor  would 
touch? 

My  career,  such  as  it  was,  had  been  rigidly 
defined  by  the  demands  of  lecturing  and  discussing, 
by  sharing  with  others  on  a  small  scale  what  I  had 
learned  from  my  own  reading  and  experiences.   Like 
Chaucer's  clerk  "I  would  gladly  teach  and  gladly 


learn".   I  have  had  a  rather  busy  career,  beginning  as 
a  Teaching  Assistant  at  the  University  of  Montana  in 
1951  and  ending  as  a  Professor  Emeritus  at  Carroll 
College  in  1990.  Along  the  way  I  had  received  two 
degrees  from  Notre  Dame,  an  A.B.  in  Philosophy  and 
a  Ph.D.  in  English,  and  a  M.A.  in  English  from  the 
University  of  Montana. 

In  my  first  years  at  Carroll  College,  besides 
teaching  various  literature  and  composition  courses,  I 
taught  courses  in  Latin  and  speech  as  well.   In  1955 
to  1958,  on  a  leave  of  absence  from  Carroll  College,  I 
studied  for  my  doctorate  at  Notre  Dame,  and  at  that 
time,  I  took  extra  courses  in  English  and  American 
literature  to  fill  all  those  gaps  in  those  areas  in  which 
I  felt  I  was  weak. 

Thus,  I  returned  to  Montana  in  the  summer  of 
1958  feeling  relatively  assured  that  I  was  finally 
prepared  to  teach.   But  to  my  consternation  the  first 
course  that  I  was  assigned  to  teach  that  fall  was 
World  Literature,  forcing  me  to  enter  a  whole  new 
area  of  study  for  which  I  was  totally  unprepared.   But 
to  gladly  teach  one  should  gladly  study.   Before  I 
retired  in  1987,  I  estimated  that  I  had  intensely  edited 
over  3,500  papers  in  freshman  composition  and 
several  hundred  in  advanced  writing. 

While  apart  from  academic  work  in  the 
humanities,  in  1972  I  had  been,  for  some  time,  the 
discussion  leader  of  a  local  Great  Books  seminar  for 
those  not  in  Academia.  And  for  many  years  I 
conducted  Friday  evening  sessions  in  my  home  for  a 
dozen  or  more  engages  students  in  which  we 
discussed  books  read  in  common  or  listened  to 
poetry  or  music. 

Possibly,  it  may  have  been  such  programs  as 
these  that  I  was  engaged  in  or  the  Adult  Education 
courses  in  the  humanities  that  I  taught  at  a  local  high 
school  that  captured  the  attention  of  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Humanities  --who  knows?   But  I 
do  know  that  my  life  was  profoundly  altered  from  the 
impact  of  my  experience  with  the  Montana  Committee 
for  the  Humanities,  the  nation's  premier  committee.
